James (Jim) Harrison Buckner and Cliffie Carrie Daniel met in Okmulgee 
County, Oklahoma, and were married in Okmulgee on December 24, 1910. 
Jim was born on February 2, 1882, in Marshall, Madison County, North 
Carolina. He was the fourth of ten children born to William (Will) Isaac and 
Mary Elizabeth (Lizzie) Dockery Buckner, both natives of North Carolina. 
In the mid 1890s Jim moved with his family to Clay County, Kentucky. It 
was from there that the family moved to Oklahoma in 1908. 

Cliffie was bom on September 26, 1893, in Wills Point, Van Zandt County, 
Texas. She was the youngest of ten children bom to Thomas Wallace and 
Martha Jane Foster Daniel. Her father moved to Texas from Kentucky and 
her mother from North Carolina. The Daniel family moved to Oklahoma in

Cliffie Buckner 


The Thomas Wallace Daniel family 
came to Okmulgee County in 1904 in 
covered wagons and settled in the Prairie 
Bell Community. They moved from El 
Campo, TX in a wagon train with all 
their equipment and the children who 
were still at home. Thomas W. Daniel 
became ill with pneumonia on the trip 
and was buried in Waco, TX. The older 
sons, who were helping move, engaged 


some box cars for the animals and 
equipment and rode with them to care 
for the animals. The women rode the 
passenger train with the oldest son, Dea 
Daniel. 

The Daniel family consisted of An¬ 
drew Alford, Martha Elizabeth, Come- 
dore Decator “Dea”, William Albert, 
Sarah Jane, Mary Ann, Rosa Lee, 
Thomas Napoleon, James Earnest and 
Cliffie Carrie Daniel (her unusual name 
was given to her by her mother after her 
best friend in North Carolina). 


This and the next page show a biographical sketch of Cliffie Carrie Daniel 
Buckner published in “History of Okmulgee County, Oklahoma, ” compiled 
and edited by the Okmulgee Historical Society and the Heritage Society of 
America, and published by Historical Enterprises, Inc., Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
1985. The biographies are published in alphabetical order by surname and 
Cliffie s appeared on pages 598 and 599. Much of it is repeated from the 
1982 article shown on the previous page of this document but there are a 
few different informational items. All ten children of her parents are listed 
by name here and it tells a bit of her first date with Jim in 1908 when Cliffie 
was 14 years old. Jim was 26 at the time. The article here also lists more 
of the oil communities in which the family lived before Jim retired in 1948 
as well as the names of their grandchildren. 
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The mother, Martha Jane Foster, was 
born in North Carolina. Her grandfather 
was a Confederate soldier whose life was 
saved upon his capture by Union forces 
because he was a Mason and gave the 
Mason sign. 

Cliffie was 11 years old when the 
family arrived at Morris. She and her 
brother, Earnest Daniel rode horseback 
to school and she can remember one 
winter that was so bad that they missed 
school because the snow was so deep the 
horses could not travel through it. She 
also remembers the prairie fires which 
consumed thousands of acres and black¬ 
ened the skies during the day. When 
they first arrived in Oklahoma, they 
would go to Okmulgee about once a 
week for groceries. At that time there 
was not a brick or stone sidewalk 
anywhere in town. A few brick and stone 
buildings were there, but most of the 
buildings were frame with false fronts. 
She recalls the early buildings were the 
Council House, Parkinson Hotel, Trents 
Dry Goods Store, the Hippodrome 
Opera House, the old Yale Theater and 
Kiels Dry Goods Store and others long 
since gone. 

At statehood in 1907, Cliffie and 
Earnest climbed on top of the house to 
watch the beautiful fireworks display in 
Okmulgee. 

The family home in Okmulgee County 
was 1 mile south, 1 1/2 miles east of 
Prairie Bell School-Church. The day the 
school moved to the new location, all the 
children with the teacher, Professor 
Jackson, walked from Narcissus to the 
new location two miles away. Cliffie 
completed the 8th Reader there. 

Families in the community had parties 
at their homes. All transportation was by 
horse. Celebrations on special days were 
held at the school. Some of the games 
played by the young people were; 
skip-to-my-loo which was played in a 
circle with a skipping person trying to 
steal someone’s partner; spin-the-bottle 
and square dances. There were no 
touching games. 

When Cliffie was 15 her mother difcd 
and it was her mother’s wish that Cliffie 
keep house and cook for her three 
brothers, Earnest, Tom and Albert 
Daniel while they were farming. It was 
quite a chore for a young girl and she said 
that she was going to marry the first 
handsome man that came along. She met 
a handsome, young man from Kentucky 
who had come to the area a few years 
earlier with his family at a church 
function - James Harrison Buckner. At 
that time, girls sat on one side of the 
church, boys on the other. Cliffie 
bragged to her friends that she was going 
to get him, which she did December 24, 
1910. 

Their first date was the fourth of July, 


1908. The families had attended the 
celebration at Sharp Community in 
wagons, then James brought a horse 
with him so Cliffie could ride to a party at 
Morris. Girls generally rode sidesaddle, 
but Jim insisted that was not safe, so she 
rode astride. Of course, all women wore 
voluminous skirts. 

Cliffie was living with her sister when 
she and Jim slipped to Okmulgee on 
Christmas Eve, got a license and were 
married before returning to a party at 
Prairie Bell that night. It was the custom 
to have a Christmas Tree and gift 
exchange on Christmas Eve. Some way 
the word got out about their marriage, so 
they quickly got in their buggy and drove 
rapidly away to Okmulgee. There were 
no wedding showers in those days, but 
young people in the area would Chivarie 
the newlyweds. These were pretty rough 
at times and the game was to elude the 
party. 

They lived with his parents for awhile 
and then moved to a house in Morris. 
She brought her mother’s dishes and her 
own bedroom furniture. Jim had a job 
with an oil company and they were able 
to buy what furnishings they needed. 
They lived in several oil communities; 
Morris, Bald Hill, Okmulgee, Chandler 
and Drumright. Jim worked for the 
Magnolia Oil Company for 31 years at all 
these places and retired in 1948. They 
returned to the Okmulgee community at 
this time. After retirement, Mr. 
Buckner died in 1954. 

Cliffie Buckner and Jim Buckner were 
the parents of seven children: James 
Elbert Buckner; Ralph Glenn Buckner; 
Carl Kenneth Buckner; Virginia Elaine 
Buckner, died during the flu epidemic of 
World War I; Helen June Buckner; 
William Don Buckner; and Ruth Ellen 
Buckner. 

James Elbert, who worked in pipeline 
and oil related fields world-wide, had 
five children: Jim Buckner, Joan 
Buckner, Jack Buckner, Jan Buckner, 
and Jean Buckner. Ralph Glenn was a 
pilot for the Royal Canadian Air Force 
before World War II and then returned 
to the United States to join the U.S. 
Army Air Corps; had one daughter, 
Jerral Ann Buckner. Carl Kenneth 
raised cattle on his ranch in Hominy and 
had four children, Kenneth Buckner, 
Brenda Buckner, Phil Buckner and Bob 
Buckner. Helen June is married to Max 
Knotts who is with Oklahoma Natural 
Gas Company and lives in Oklahoma 
City. They have two children, Tom 
Knotts and Susie Knotts. Don lives in 
Bartlesville where he is an electrical 
engineer with Phillips Petroleum Com¬ 
pany. Ruth is married to Dan Moss who 
is retired from the U.S. Air Force and 
lives in Tulsa. They have two children, 
Steve Moss and Kathy Moss. 


Mrs. Buckner has had happy times 
and sad times. One of her happiest was 
the surprise 80th birthday party at the 
Okmulgee Country Club when 125 
friends and relatives surprised her. An¬ 
other happy time was the 88th birthday 
party at Western Hills Lodge near 
Tahlequah where many relatives came 
to help her celebrate. Her 90th birthday 
was celebrated at her home with her 
family and she is looking forward to 
many more happy times.

David Burcham 

David Burcham, born in Kansas, 
moved with his family to Sharp in the 
Creek Nation, Indian Territory, in 1900. 
Two of his sisters taught school in Tulsa, 
one brother worked for the government 
in Washington, D.C., and one brother 
moved to Oregon to work in the lumber 
mills. 

Ida May Arthurs was born in Thorns- 
berry, AR. Her father, John Arthurs, 
was a businessman and school teacher 
from England. In 1903, her three broth¬ 
ers, Alf Arthurs, Floyd Arthurs, and Ket 
Arthurs moved to the state of Washing¬ 
ton, and Ida May moved to the Creek 
Nation, I.T., where her cousins, John 
Palmer, Dan Palmer, Sam Palmer, 
Molley Palmer Farr, Dick Farr’s wife; 
Rena Palmer Bailey, and Nicie Bell 
Palmer Warren lived. 

In 1904, David Burcham and Ida May 
Arthurs were married in Sharp, on top of 
the hill which is now in the northwest 
edge of Henryetta. David gave Ida a 
book, The Perfect Woman, December 
15, 1904, which she used to raise her 
family by. 

David and Ida had seven children, all 
born in I.T. and the new state of 
Oklahoma. They were Verona, Gladys, 
Glen, Floyd, John Henry, Ella May, and 
Eldon David. Eldon and Ella, b. 2 July 
1917, the last of David and Ida’s 
children, were twins, and were born in 
Gas City, south and east of Morris, OK. 

David Burcham worked on the Todd 
Ranch, where he was foreman. Here he 
taught John Russell to ride and rope. 
John Russell was later sheriff, warden, 
and member of the Pardon and Parole 
Board. 

In 1919, David and Ida moved their 
family to Beggs, which had board 
sidewalks and dirt streets. David worked 
in the oil field with Bert Martin, Jocky 
Snyder, Mr. Rochwood, Mr. Newton, 
and others with their teams and wagons. 
David was one of the first in Beggs to 
drive a school bus, team and wagon. In
